SYNOPSIS 


(Not for Publication) . . . Peter Van 
Hoek (ALAN LADD), known as The 
Dutchman, and John McBain (ERNEST 
BORGNINE) first meet in chains in the 
territorial prison in Yuma, Arizona. Re- 
leased simultaneously, they meet again 
in Prescott. The Dutchman has conceived 
a scheme to rob the Lisbon mine near- 
by, and hires McBain as his gunslinger. 
Cyril Lounsberry (KENT SMITH), whose 
wife owns the mine, is contacted by 
The Dutchman and offered $200,000 
worth of gold ore for $100,000 cash. 
He agrees to the deal but formulates a 
plan to double-cross The Dutchman and 
take off to Europe with beautiful Ada 
Winton (CLAIRE KELLY). 
McBain rescues an attractive Mexican 
girl, Anita (KATY JURADO), from three 
thugs and falls in love with her. The 
Dutchman, McBain and Vincente (NEHE- 
MIAH PERSOFF), a Mexican engaged 
to handle their explosives, enter the 
mine and head directly to the rich vein 
previously discovered by The Dutchman, 
All three escape with their loaded bags 
of ore and deliver them to Lounsberry.

Leaving 
McBain, The Dutchman keeps his prom- 
ise to the marshal to be out of town 
before sundown, He has his gold and 
awaiting him in the coach is Ada.

“The Badlanders” is a drama of 
the Arizona Territory, taking place 
at the turn of the century during 
one of the most colorful and violent 
eras of frontier history. 

Starring Alan Ladd and Ernest 
Borgnine, with the Mexican actress 
Katy Jurado and MGM’s new sex- 
pot, Claire Kelly, in co-starring 
roles, this slam-bang attraction is 
replete with action, panoramic back- 
grounds of Arizona, and two love 
stories. 

In his first picture for MGM 
under the Arcola Productions ban- 
ner, Producer Aaron Rosenberg 
joined forces with screen writer 
Richard Collins and Director Del- 
mer Daves (‘Broken Lance,” “3:10 
to Yuma”) to give the screen a 
towering attraction. It is a movie 
which never lets up in its dramatic 
punch, from its opening sequence of 
a fight between Ladd and Borgnine 
as manacled convicts, to its climactic 
gun battle which takes place amid 
a sham “war” in which Mexicans in 
the Arizona Territory re-enact their 


victory over the French in the an- 
nual Cinco de Mayo celebration. 
The story concerns two disparate 
characters, the ex-mining engineer 
known as The Dutchman (Ladd), 
and the burly, illiterate McBain 
(Borgnine), who first meet as fel- 


low inmates of the territorial prison 
in Yuma, and who on their release 
strike up a partnership in a plot to 
rob the Lisbon Mine in nearby 
Prescott of $200,000 worth of gold 
ore. Lounsberry (Kent Smith), 
shady husband of the territory’s 
wealthiest woman, is the man they 
have contacted to buy the gold ore 
for $100,000 cash. But after they 
have escaped death in a cave-in 
while digging out the rich gold 
deposit from an abandoned shaft, 
Lounsberry tries to double-cross 
them. The Dutchman and his side- 
kick come out the winners in the 
conflict that follows, and in the 
course of their adventures each also 
wins the girl he wants. 

The characterizations of these 
girls are also as disparate as those 
of the film’s male leads, with Claire 
Kelly playing Ada, a luscious and 
flirtatious beauty who joins up with 
The Dutchman, and Katy Jurado 
playing the down-and-out Mexican 
girl, Anita, who gives her devotion 
to McBain, the first man who has 
ever respected her. 

One of Hollywood’s biggest loca- 
tion troupes, comprising more than 
100 actors and technicians, was as- 
sembled to film “The Badlanders” 
in CinemaScope and Metrocolor at 
such Arizona locations as the Ten- 
nessee Mine in Kingman, formerly 
one of the country’s greatest gold- 
producers; the historic and colorful 
Mexican settlement in Tucson; and 
the famed Yuma Prison, erected in 
the Civil War period and now a 
State Memorial. 


“Stretch” Sound Stage 


MGM “stretched” its tallest 
sound stage to erect a unique 
mine set for “The Badlanders.” 

The mine shaft rose eighty 
feet from the floor on the stu- 
dio’s Stage Six. To extend it 
another 20 feet, a portion of 
flooring was removed and_ the 
shaft built down into the stage 
basement amid steel supports for 
the building. 

When Alan Ladd and Ernest 
Borgnine filmed the mine scenes 
at the lowest level, it marked the 
first time any actor had worked 
at MGM beneath the stage floor. 


HISTORIC GOLD MINES 
REACTIVATED FOR FILM 


Two historic gold mines of the 
Old West received an unexpected 
reactivation when they were used as 
settings for MGM’s “The Badland- 
ers,’ on location near Kingman, 
Arizona. 

They are the adjoining Elk Hart 
and Schulhill Mines, opened in the 
1860's, shortly after discovery of 
gold in the area, and closed in 1900, 
when their rich veins ran out. The 
mines, together with others in this 
region, produced 28 millions of dol- 
lars worth of ore during their color- 
ful history, despite a four-year pe- 
riod of inactivity when Indian war- 
fare caused the miners to leave for 
safer locales. 

Director Delmer Daves and Pro- 
ducer Aaron Rosenberg found the 
perfect “technical advisor” for their 
gold mines scenes, involving stars 
Alan Ladd and Ernest Borgnine. 
He is 77-year-old Wilford Bab- 
cock, who, when he was nineteen, 
mined the last load of ore to be 
taken out of the Elk Hart. 


At some expense, MGM hauled 
to the studio a couple of trunk- 
fuls of real gold ore from the 
gold mines at Kingman, Arizona, 
where “The Badlanders,”  star- 
ring Alan Ladd and Ernest Borg- 
nine, was filmed on location. But 
for interior scenes made at the 
studio, the prop department had 
to spray the ore with gold tinsel 
in order to make it look “‘real’’!
